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New Onupaxs, Wednesday, Angust 8 ~The
following address has been lesued by Governor
Wells to the loyal people of Loulsiana:—

The bloody tragedy enseted in the eity of
New Orleans on the 30th of July, 1866, in which
more than three hundred oitizens were killed or
wounded, has, to the credit of humanity,
created profound sympathy in the breast of
every man through the length and breadih of
the land.

The remote and Immediate canses of this
outrage demand & thorough investigation, and
explanation, and as Chief Magistrate of the
state, 1 feel a solemn duty resting on me to give
a plain unvarnished statement of its origin and
progress. 1o doivg this it becomes necessary
tor me (o0 commence in the year 1864, at the
reorganization of the eivil government in thal
porition of Louisiana which had been wregied
irom Kebel authority,

I regret in this conneection to be obliged to
gpenk of myself, ltisnot to eratily reehnes of
vanity that I do so, for T fully realize that I am
but an inslenificant ntom in the great canse of
maiptaining and pevpetuating the Unlon of
these States,  The politiosl history of the coun-
iry tencheg us that under the poliey of the late
lamented President, all the loyal eitizens of Lo
s in the parishes then within the Union lines
were Invited and autbhorized in the proclamation
issuied by the militery commander of this De-
purtment, to hold an election on the 22d of
Felruary, 1864, for Btate officers,

The election was held, and then being a
relugee from my parish in the Rebel lines, in
consequence of my Union sentiments I was
nommated by the Pree State party, as it was
called, and by the exireme radical party, of
which Thomas J, Durant was the neknowledged
leader, as thelr eandidate tor the office of
Licutenant-Governor.

The first-named ticket, headed by Michael
Hahn for Governor, wus eclected. Governor
Hulin gerved nntil the 4uth ot March, 1865, when,
by his resigpation, I succceded to the office of
Governor. lo the meautime, by virtue of mill-
tary authority, an election of delegates to a
State Convention, to amend and revise the Con-
stitution of 1852, had aken place.

The Convention met, and framed a Constitu
ton declaring slavery to ke abelished, which
Convention did not ndjourn sise die, but subjoct
to the call of the President for anycanse. A
Legislature had also been elected, and was in
seasion at the fime of the aesumplion of the
duties of the office of Governor.

shortly aflerward: the collapse of the so
called Confederate Governmeat took place by
the gurrender of 1the forces in the Trans-Missis
sippi Department. The entire territory of the
Siate wag restored to the lawful anthority of
the United Swates, Whea this event took place,
what wae my conduct towurds the population
uf 1he eighteen parishes yeclaimed ¥

Although 1 bad been persecuted and driven
irom bome by the Rebel authorities, 1 sup-
pressed all feeiing ol rancor, so natural to the
bnman breast under such eirecumstances, and
believing that 8 majority had been seduesd from
their alleginance to the old Hag &y the wiles of
wrtdul demagoguee who brought on the Rebel-
lior, 1 determined to try the effect of tenderness
und coneiliation in winning them back te their
first love,

I addressed them s proclamation, copgratu-
luting them on thelr restoration to the protec-
tion.ol the government of law and order, and
tonat, as fur a8 I was concerned, | wes willing to
forget the past, 1 begged them to submit cheer-
fully and wunreservedly to the new order of
tungs, and I assured them that, nithough the
State Government had been orgrnized, yet | was
noxious thar & eeneral election for its officers
should be held, in which the whole State should
participate,

[ fulfilled every word of my promises, |
appolnfed the men recommended to fll offices
in several parishes, [ signed their applicstions
to the President of the United States for pardous.
I persisted in my course of reconc:liation,
notwithsianding the warnings and remonstranoces
of Umon men, who helieved my policy would ne
unavailing In keomplishing the purpose intended
and who predicted that at the very fivst election
these men, in every parigh where they had the
power, would progeribe every man from oftice
who had not been in the Rebel cause.

These predictions have been realized to the
letter &t every subsequent election, with the ex-
caption of my own case, and it Is well known,
for it was publicly avowed, that I was put at the
bend of their ticket aimply because T ecould be
uselal m securing a representation of the State
in Congress.,

It is further well known that their platform,
reporied by the Committee appointad for that
purpose, to the Demoeratic €onvention held I
this oity , was & relteration” ot the doctrines of
the right of seccssion, and it was only through
the exertlons ol 4 few of the wore cautious and
palitic of the party that this platform was made
to assume the form which was adopted,

At the same Convention a well-known and
Uve Demecrat was publicly censured by reso-
lation, because, in & speech deliyered before
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that body, he sald that secession was worse
than erime; it was a bluoder, Notwithstandioe
my nomination by the Demoeratic party,
another eandidate was put in the field in oppo-
sition to me, who had ofliciated ns (Governor
under the Rebel rule, and who, hud be been
i e country and expresssd his nssent, [ have
no doubt would have been overwhelwingly
elected,

When the members of the Legislature met in
extrn session In the mouth of Novewber, 1866,
convened by me for the purpose of rals
ing money to restore the broken levees,
and to take messures to  redeem the
eredit of the State, 1 found them more
intent on calling a convention to change the
Constitution of 1864 than to promote the general
interosts of the people.  Their chief objection to
that instrument was the character ol the men
wheo framed it, and the abolition of sluvery.

Huaving luiled at the cxtra sesasion Lo pass o
biil to eall a Conventioa, the attompt was re-
powed ut the regular sesdion, held in the mounth
of January, and more than hat! the thoe of that
body was spent in discussing that question,

Finglly, s commission was sent to Washington
to consnlt with the President, Through his
advice 1 consldered n convention mexpadient,
and for that reason opposed it, 1 had learned
enough of the real rentiments ol the people
to convinee me that, It & new Constitu

tion was made, it would be less in har
mony with the views of the Presilent and
Congreas than the Constitution of 1844, the

result of which would be to lessen the chances
for the admisgion of our Representatives, |
urged these viewe on the members of both
Houses of the Legieloture, bat they had no
effect with the majority. 1 deprecated the city
aud purish elections, for the reason that 1
feared the result, beeause of the character of the
men whe would be elected, nud becanse 1 baa
gcen enongh of publie sentiment to convines me
thit none but those who served in the Confede-
rate army, or who had gone into the Contederat:
lines, woula be elegted to office. 1 loreauw (hat
guch a result would be justly remarked by the
people of the loyal States as showing a
detiant spirt, and as still glorying 1w & canse
that had been sustained by them with such
fearful lose of lile and expendigure of treasure,
with pnumerous and repested evidences ol
continuing  an  intolerant  sod  rebellious
spirit, and the manitestution of an niten-
tion of persecuting all who did not
adhere to the fortunes of the Confederacy to the
lagt, on the part of a large malority of the eiti-
zens, and with o press almost unanimously ex-
preseing sentimments of the sawe tenor, 18 14
n matter of surprice that 1 should pause,
and commence to reflect on the consequences
ns regards the futore security of the Govern-
ment, and the fate of Union men in the Sonth,
it these men who once attempted to braak up
the Undon anceeeded in securing the power of
the nation again?

I had #een that, while professing with their
lips renewed alleginnce to the flag and an
obliteration of the past, which embodies the

rinl, They gloried Im the apparent schism
between the President and Congress in the
poliey of restoring the States Iatelv in rebellion,
aud rubbed their bands with delight at the idea
ol & civil war fn the loyal Stetes,

In view of ull thig array of strong, stubborn
lncta, I treely acknowledge my views of a con-
aliatory policy, wn turning back to allegiance
those¢ who have been engaged in u war to
destroy the Union, have undercone a change,
The intolerant spirit engepdered by slavery still
existe, The loss of property and fwlure ol
hopes can never be forgiven, and though 1
regard them as impotent to resist the con-
stituted authority enforced by the presence ot
the miltary, yet T am econvinced they would
renew the Rebellion to-morrow il they saw a
progpect ol success.

Impressed with the truth of these views,
foreseeing the necessity, for the future spcurity
of the Unien men in the South, that the amend-
ment to the Constitution adopted by
Congress  and  snobmitted  to  the seve:
ral  States for ratification should pre.
vall,  and  frecly realizing the  fact
that the smendment weuld never be ratiied
by the present Legisleture, I own I was in
fuvor of the reapssembling of the Convention of
1464 as the only means of securing the ratitica.
tlon required, und thereby to insure the admis-
ston of our representatives in Congress,

T'he legal right ot the Convention to coniinue
1te functione is & questlon, I suppose, properly
pertaining to the courts to decide, Benators
fnd Representatives in Cougress of ereal learn-
ing, and men of ek legid attainments in New
Urleans, have expressed the opinion that, under
the resolution of adiourmment, the Conveation
cauld lawfully sézemble,

A distinguished Dewmocratie Senalor in Con-
rress took the same view as mysell, If T hud
any doubt on 1 he subject, 1 aave deferred to the
opinion of abler men. The total number of
delegates composing the Conventon was one
bundred and fiity. The pnumber elected was
seventy-two. The quornm was tixed at sevonly-
gix, this number being o majority of the whaole,

There were twepty-seven parishes unveore-
sented in the Convention, that were entitled to
filty-one delegates, and adding thervio ten
vacancies to be filled, would make sixty-one

delegites to be clected,  Besldes, there were

some tenm or twelve delegates who, disap
proving of the emancipation elause, refused
10 mien  the Constitution, gpd  these

muy be rauked with the extreme conservat ves.
Connting the sixty-one delegatos to be alected to
ke of the same eloss, wnd the balance of the
Convention to be radical, it will be seen thut
the partles would bave been really equally
divided, 1 hove gone into these details
to show the [alsity of the charges
that bave been made. that the Convention
would mnot bave represented the whole
State, and that it was intended to be packed.
Bvery parrish would have been represented,
sbout one-balf having elected their delegates in
1884, and the other half in 1866, making & jjust
equalization of those who opposed and those
Who sustained the cause of the Conlederacy.

They, however, pursned an opposita
course, and trusted that these men wouldibe
actuated by a spirit of lolerance and forbearan

in retugn for the Hberality shown towards them.
How the members of that Convention have been
treated individually by the very men whose
goud falth tney trusted in, to sy nothiog of the
scorn  and vililestion fulminsted sgainst the
Constitution which thev made, let the redord
ol the bloody dolugs at Mechanics' Tustitute,on
Monday, answer.

In keeping with the unrelendng poliey to keep
the power ol the swate in thelr own hands ex-
clusively, they opposed the meeting of the
Conveution, They needed no bewter monitor
than their own conscrence to il ihem that by
their proseriptivee conduet they had forfeited all
elitim to further hiberty trom the original mem
bers of that Qonvention, They resolved that it
izt be put down and crushed out at all risks,
The gcenes of the Jotn of July were comtdensly
predicted in ease the Convention met, They
were the result of the letter of Mayor Monrose
to Genernl Baird, Accompapying this commu-
picatlon s prool that it was thie determination,
it avery other means lailed, to resort to force,
Everything wons arianged on Sutulay  prepaci-
tory to this purpose. The police received thelr
orders, und on Monday morning they were
in  large npumbers at  the corners  of
Capal snd Dryades streets, each baving one or
more 1evolyvers on his person, Why were they
there, except to commit violence?  Among all
that is charged against the speakers at Fridoy
mght's meeting, they can eite nothing more
then that the olneks shiould come nraed to des
ferd the Convention In case the members were
attacked,

Adnatting they were assembled for that pur.
yos¢, what ocenslon was thece for alarm, unless
t wps meditated to mssanuit the Convention,
The intercoce i3 wrresistinle, that the massing of
the police wias designed 1o bresk in upon the
Conventior, Forthat purpose a beginning was
pnecessary, and the opportunity sought for soon
occurred by ‘ne artival of a procession of
blucks, wilh muosle, on their way to the place of
meeting of the Conyvention.

When the procession entered the street,
crowited with policemen and citizens, at the
corner of Canal and Dryades streete, it was
recelved with jusult and jeers, which brought
on a collision. A shot was tived, but the atlair
ended in nothing serious. The pext act ol vieo-
lence wis the mrest of a colored man by a
policeman, 1n front of the Institu'e, but for what
ottense 1 am unable to say.

Tuoe crowd of colored persons naturally be-
came excited; brickbats were then thrown and
s shot tired, the testimony goine to shiow that it
wag done by one of the colored crowd, 1t was
angwered by several shots from the crowd ot
policemen at the corner, and tollowed by ranid
tiving by the crowd o1 blacks, who returned the
fire us 1ast a8 they could, but, being overpowered

‘aud driven from the street, took shelter in the
Mechanics Institnte, It the object of the police
wus gimply to preserve the public peace, why
did not they, witer tne men had taken refuge,
retire to their original positions at the corner ot
the street, which ctlectually cutofl egress from the
trout, and plaeing n gonrd to wiates the rear of
the buildime await the wrival of the military,
who were known to be on ther way? The ouly
resason for thelr course is that it did not suit
their purpose. They nccordingty ndvinced on
the frout of the buiding, and besleged 1t on all
sudese Every negro who attempted to escape
wins mordered, crowning the climax of their
murderons and bloody acts,

It is well known thoet when the white flug was
hung out a8 o token of surrender the police ar-
rested the membors ot the Convention, ond
ather white citizens, and brought them into the
streer, where the most prominent of those hold-
ing Unlon sentiments were shot. stubbed, and
beaten while in custody and in the presence of
the entire rullt'v of the eity. .

‘Why did not the Masor, or his Chief of
ol Police station a guard at the door, and torbid
any pergon from entering, and then await the

arrival ol the military? By these means the
last and most deliberate phase of the bloody

trovedy would have been avoided, It is also
notorious that the l:oilcc failed to arrest
. even one of the

riotous citizens, who, according to thelr oft-
repented statements, were continually attackioe,
wounding, and Killing persons who had sur-
rendered, snd were in their custody, T think I
have fully shown that it was the design of t

lorce.

the Mavor is that such a courre was resolved
upon, and the massing of the police, and their
willingness to rush into the dght, 1 think fully
eatablishes the fact that the cause ol this exhibi-
tion of violence and mob law must be traced
turther back.

It i the embera of the fire of the rebellious
feeling which plunged this country into a desu-
lating civil war, and the flame i85 not yet ex-
tinguished In the hearts of the former slave
lmﬁimg aristocracy.

Having failed in their first attempt to de-
stroy the Government, they seek to retain poli-
tical power by the same spirit of political vio-
lence by which their chiefs had sustained their
supremacy before the war., My deliberate
opmior i8 that if the military forces be wirh.
drawn, the lives of Unlon wen who proved
themselves consplenous in maintaining their
allegisnce will not be sale.

The ultimale gsecurity both of the Government
and Union men of the Houth depends, in my
aninion, on the ratilication of the Constitutionsl
amendment proposed by Congress, and thoe en-
Iranchisement of the loyal black man as he be-
comes educated and qualitied for that important
privilege,

It the advoeaey of mere measures fdentifios
me with the mdical party in opposition to the
President, I mudt aceept the situation ; hesides
I cannot chanze my position in respect to my
feelmge, [ deem it necessary to preserve and
